POLICE BLAMED 
IN DUBLIN RIOT. 
EMPLOYMENT oy THE MILITARY 


HELD NOT IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE LAW.

LONDON, Oct. 1.—The Royal Com- 
mission appointed to inquire into the 
events of July 26, last, when four peo- 
ple were killed and many wounded 
in Dublin during a fight with the po- 
lice and soldiers, following the land- 
ing of guns by Nationalist volunteers 
at Howth, nine miles from Dublin, re- 
ported today that the employment of 
the police and military was not in ac- 
cordance with the law. 

The report further says that As- 
sistant Commissioner of Police Par- 
rell was responsible for the calling 
out of the military and for the orders 
issued to the police. 


The Nationalist volunteers landed 
the arms at Howth at noon on July 
26. The police were warned of the 
landing, and, reinforced by a detach- 
ment of the King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers, intercepted the gun run- 
ners at Clontarf, with a view of tak- 
ing the rifles from them. 

There was a clash between the vol- 
unteers and the authorities at that 
time. When the troops returned to 
the city of Dublin they were met by 
an infuriated mob, which included 
many women. Brickbats were hurled 
at the soldiers and the order was 
given to fire, with the result that four 
were killed and many were wounded,

BRYAN THINKS CALDERON MAY 
BRING IT ABOUT. 


Reports that Troop Movements 
Have been Discontinued Regarded 
as Favorable Indication that Hos- 
tilities Have been Halted Pending 
the General Convention, |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Unofficial 
reports reaching the administration 
tonight from Constitution&list sources 
here conveyed further assurances that 
permanent peace soon would be re- 
stored in Mexico through the designa- 
tion of Fernando Iglesias Calderon 
as provisional President, pending an 
election. 

No official word from Mexico City 
concerning the convention, which was 


called to meet today to promulgate 
plans for a general election, or from 
the peace conferences. between Car- 
ranza and Villa representatives at 
Zacatecas and Aguascalientes was 
received by the State Department to- 


ay. 

Both President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Bryan said, however, the out- 
look for a peaceful settlement of the 
differences between the factions in 
Mexico was “very hopeful.” Other 
officials said they confidently expected 
the peace conference to be success- 
ful. 

Reports that troop movements had 
been ordered discontinued by agree- 
ment of the peace commissioners and 
that preparations for a general con- 
vention of Constitutionalist chiefs 
October 10 had been approved by 
the Carranza-Villa representatives, 
were accepted by o here as an 
important step in the interests of 
peace. 
- Rafael Zubaran, head of the Con- 
stitutionalist agency here, issued a 
statement tonight in which he denied 
reports of the capture of Saltillo by 
Villa forces. Further information 
received by the agency confirmed re- 
ports that Gens. Monclovio and Luis 
Herrera had revolted against the au- 
thority of Villa. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Information received is to the ef- 
fect that Gen. Rosalio Hernandez, sta- 
tioned with his command near Pare- 
don, and Gens. Monclovio and Luis 
Herrera, with their troops at Parral, 
remain loyal to the central govern- 
ment and have withdrawn their forces 
from the division of the north.

SAVES FIFTEEN. 


GUIDES ENTOMBED MINERS TO 
ENTRANCE OF SHAFT. | 


Two Score Men Imprisoned by 
Cave-in at Webb City, Mo., are 
Rescued with Difficulty after Tons 
of Earth and Rock Block up 
Drifis and Shafts. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WEBB CITY (Mo.) Oct. 1.—After 
more than two score men, many of 
them battered and bruised, had tot- 
tered 250 feet up ladders to the sur- 
face, it was announced tonight that 
the last of the men imprisoned in 
the cave-in of the American Davey 


° zinc mines had been rescued and that 


no lives were lost. 

Early reports said a number of 
miners, estimated at from twelve to 
twenty, were imprisoned in the mine 
and it was believed all had perished. 


However, the prompt action of the 
rescuers assisting the men to the sur- 
face in small groups was successful 
beyond expectation, and finally ali 
were accounted for. 

Fifty men working in the mines 
were temporarily entombed when the 
timbering supporting the roofs of 
three of the seven connected mines 
gave way. Most of them escaped by 
finding their way to shafts and climb- 

up ladders 250 feet. 

e drifts of the three mines of which 
the roofs callapsed were not being 
worked, but when the tons of earth 
and rock fell, a rush of air, like that 
of a huge air gun, resulted in the 
drifts of the other mines. Men were 
catapulted and buffeted against rocks 
and the jagged ends of mine timbers. 
Most of those injured were hurt in 

way. 

SAVED BY A MULE. 

The electric lighting and hoisting 
system throughout the mines was 
paralyzed. Through mine No. 7 fif- 


.jteen miners climbed to the surface 


after finding their way through dark- 
ened drifts by liberating a blind track 
mule and following him as he made 
his way over a path he had trod un- 
seeingly for years, to the shaft. All 


them, however, dangerously. 

A call for help was sent out over 
the mining district and nurses, phy- 
sicilans and ambulances were sent 
from Carthage and Joplin. 

The escaping miners could give no 
report of their companions still in 
the ground. 

The mines, owned by the American 
Zinc, Lead and Smelting Company, 
were being worked nights because of 
the closing of the German zinc mines. 
All of the miners are Americans.

GERMANS HARD PRESSED 
ON THEIR LINE IN FRANCE. 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
N rns, Oct. 1.—All rumors point 

to an important move by the 
force of the allies in the vicinity of 
Arras, north of the Somme. The en- 
trenched lines of the center have 
forced the decisive fighting to the 
flanks. And in this the numerical 
superiority of the allies should give 
them the advantage. While holding 
the center of their line In force equal 
to the Germans they can als® spare 
a large force for a wide turning move- 
ment. 

In this they are alded by the forces 
of Great Britain and by her command 
of the sea. Both supply and the re- 
inforcement of the flanking army are 
rendered more simple. With the ar- 
rival of the Indian and Canadian con- 
tingent that should by now be ap- 
pearing on the continent, and with 
the dispatch to the front of those of 
the volunteers who have had previous 
experience in service, the British 
should by now be in a position to 
maintain a strong army based on the 
ports of Boulogne, Calais and Dun- 
kirk. 

A movement like this loses much of 
its strength unless it joins by the 
flank with the armies already in line. 
Any gap would expose the detached 
army to being cut off and overpowered 
by superior numbers temporarily de- 
tached from the main fighting line. 
But the extension of the line of the 
allies gained by the addition of the 
army of Gen. d’Amade on their left 
flank made it possible for a new army 
to operate in the vicinity of Arras, 
with its right flank fully protected. 
The stopping of Gen. d’Amade’s at- 
tack must have strained the German 
supply of reserve troops. An attack 
in force further to the north will be 
still more difficult to meet. In an ad- 
vance against Cambrai the allies 
would threaten the German lines of 
communication in a way that would 
compel them either to drive back the

The approach of the left flank of 
the allies’ line to the Belgian border 
increages the importance to the Ger- 
mans of holding the Antwerp garrison 
fast to its defenses. If the Belgian 
army Were permitted to make a sor- 
tie and to join the troops of the al- 
lies now operating in the vicinity of 
Lille, they might make possible an 
attack in sufficient strength to break 
through the German defenses and to 
get in the of the main German 
army in France. The result of such a 
maneuver would be so dangerous for 
the battle line of the German armies 
that the allies could afford to risk 
even the capture of Artwerp to pro- 
mote its success. 


The Germans are so hard pressed 
along their lines in France that they 
can spare few men for an assault oa 
the Antwerp ‘forts. 


The report from Rome that the Rus- 
sians have arrived at the outlying 
forts of Cracow can hardly mean that 
they have reached the permanent 
forts forming the fortified district of 
which Cracow is the center. The 
Russian line was last reported along 
the Mida River in Poland and the 
Donajec River in Galicia, sixty miles 
from Cracow. It is very unlikely that 
they have advanced more than ten 
miles a day, even if unopposed by a 
vigorous resistance. If they have had 
to fight their way the daily advance 
would average still lesa. 


The arrival of the Russians on the 
line mentioned above shows a serious 
collapse of the Austrian military 
strength. If the Russians can drive 
the Austrians back it will let the for- 
mer get behind the German right 
flank, where they can force the. retire- 
ment of the Germans from their pres- 
ent position without resorting to the 
costly tactics of frontal assaults on 
the main line.

Wealthy Youths V. olunteer 
for Dangerous Work. 


Continuous Fighting Tells on 
Invaders’ Hosts. 


Attack During the Last Day 
Indicates Weakening. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

AT THE BATTLE FRONT (via 
Paris) Oct. 1.—The generals in com- 
mand of the allies are full of praise 
for the corps of dispatch riders who, 
since the beginning of the great battle 
of the Aisne, have kept up commun!l- 
cation between the various corps 
along the line now spreading from 
the Somme to the Moselle and along 
the frontier of Alsace-Lorraine. 

The dispatch riders are mostly vol- 


unteers from British universities, 
many of them very wealthy youths. 


Night and day they have made dashes 
through the country infested with 
German cavalry, carrying messages 
which have kept the brigades and 
army corps in close touch and en- 
abled commanders to send reinforce- 
ments to the points where they were 
most needed. 


On many occasions these dispatch 
riders, mounted on motorcycles, by 
sheer audacity and speed, have scat- 
tered reconnoitering parties of Ger- 
man cavalry, sometimes facing enor- 
mous odds in their dangerous work. 

The recent terrible hand-to-hand 
conflicts on the western and eastern 
wings arose from the attempts of the 
German and the allied generals to 
execute flanking movements in great 
force at the same time in the open 
country. The lines of the armies have 
been growing even longer in the last 
ten days in a mutual endeavor to over- 
lap each other. 

The wings have been heavily rein- 
forced, but the allies have been able 
to bring greater power to bear and 
not only have prevented the Gerinans 
from breaking through, but have 
gained ground steadily, and now have 
the advantage. 

German prisoners, who have been 
taken on the western end of the line 
in large numbers, show that the re- 
inforcements which have arrived re- 
cently consist largely of men who are 
nearing middle age. Some of them are 
fathers with families, who have been 
away from the active army service ten 
or fifteen.years. This seems to indi- 
cate that many corps have been with- 
drawn to meet the Russian advance. 

The German practice of maintain- 
ing an incessant offensive appears, ac- 
cording to military men, to be having 
the result of wearing out their hu- 
man materia]. Some of their corps 
have been almost wiped out. The 
fighting, if the beginning of the bat- 
the of the Marne is taken as the com- 
mencement, has been unceasing— 
something previously unknown in his- 
tory—and before this fight started 
many German regiments had fought 
all the way down from Liege, Bel- 
gium. 

The German attacks In the last 
twenty-four hours seem to have be- 
come less energetic. The allies have 
been able to repulse them and follow 
them up more easily. There are signs 
that exhaustion is getting In among 
the invaders, owing to the hard fight- 
ing and the severe weather conditions. 
Meanwhile the allies are being given 
intervals of rest in the trenches be- 
tween the periods of intense exertion, 


as fresh relays can be brought to the 


front at any time. 


EXPEL GERMANS, 
RUSSIAN REPORT. 


PETROGRAD DISPATCH SAYS 
CENTER WAS BROKEN AT 
NIEMEN RIVER.

and Aisne and between the Oise and 
the Somme, which have taken a heavy 
toll of the opposing armies, followed 
by cavalry and infantry charges in 
Which first one and then the other 
side would gain or be compelled to 
give ground. 

Still they have held on, the German 
being extended: further north- 
ward as the French made another 
move to work around it. With an 
unlimited supply of troops this might 
go on for an indefinite period, but 
with the forces at the disposal of the 
two staffs, the operation must soon 
come to an end. 


The German official account says, 


the Germans have defeated the 
French north and south of Albert. 
This doubtless refers to an engage- 
ment which correspondents have men- 
tioned, admitting that the French had 
suffered a temporary reverse, but had 
later regained ground. Tonight's re- 
port that further progress had been 
made indicates that they have pene- 
trated: north of Albert. 

On the allies right, in Southern 
Woevre, where progress also is re- 
ported, the French have been fight- 
ing to compel the Germans, who suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Meuse at St. 
Mihiel, to return to the eastern side 
of the river. 

The statement in last night's com- 
munication that the French had oc- 
cupled Stecheprey and Rupt de Mad 
suggested that this already had been 
achieved, but it has not been officially 
announced. 

Along the extended front from the 
Olse to the Meuse, with the exception 
of the fighting mentioned on the 
wings, nothing has happened that the 
French staff considers werihy of men- 
tion. It cannot be that the troops 
in these positions are entirely idle. In 
fact, it is known that an artillery duel 
is goint on continuously, but prob- 
ably neither side has been able to 
move forward, while the infantry has 
been constantly on the alert to meet 
attacks and counter-attacks. 

For a time the Germans had the 
better of the artillery fighting. as they 
possessed the bigger guns. This sit- 
uation is now said to have been over- 
come, for the French have brought 
up additional artillery, including some 
big naval guns which are credited 
with being able to outrange the Ger- 
man guns by 700 yards and which 
are being used to drive the Germans 
out of their strongly fortified posi- 
tions. 

Both sides appear to be full of 
confidence. The Germans, who are 
bringing up reinforecéments to meet 
the attempts to outflank them, are in 
what appears to be almost impreg- 
nable positions and are using them 
skillfully, fighting strenuously. 

The allies, on the other hand, place 
their hopes in the arrival of reinforce- 
ments on their left and the. possibil- 
ity of finding a weak spot in the Ger- 
man front. The Indian troops should 
now be with the British army, the 
official bureau having today permit- 
ted the publication of the fact that 
they landed in France on Frida: last. 

Of course it ls not known where the 
Indian troops are going, but it ts be- 
lieved that the left wing will be satiff- 
ened by them. Some of the territo- 
riale also have reached Field Marshal! 
French. These include the London 
Scottish, one of the best of England's 
volunteer regiments, recruited from 
Scotchmen in London, , They have 
reached a high state of efficiency and 
in their ranks are some of the best 
markemen in the empire.

ANTWERP. 

With the German attack on the 
outer fortifications on Antwerp, Bel- 
gium again has become the scene of 
serious operations. The invaders, 80 
far, have confined their attack to the 
forts protecting the river crossings 
between Malines and Antwerp. A 
German report says that two forts 
have been silenced, but the Belgians 
deny this. They declare the forts 
stopped firing as a ruse and that when 
the German field artillery aproached 
to take them the reopened fire, dec- 
imating the Germans, 
retire, leaving behind several guns. 

There is no indication of the 
strength of the Germans at that point, 
but it is presumed they have launched 
no mean force against the formidable 
defenses of the temporary capital. 

RUSSIA, 


According to a Rome dispatch .the 
Russian Ambassador in that city has 
issued a statement to the effect that 
the Russians have destroyed the Aus- 
trian army in Galicia and that they 
are now turning their attention to the 
taking of Przemysl and Cracow. A

cow and upon its result will depend 
the future movements of the Russian 
army. Victory to the Ruasian Em- 
peror’s troops would permit a junc- 
tion of these forces with the Russian 
central army and an advance into 
Silesia, 

The Russians in the north, accord- 
ing to Petrograd accounts, have 
checked the German advance and 
driven them back thirty miles to the 
region of Suwalki and Miriampol. 

The Germans, however, continue to 
bombard the fort of Ossowetz. Their 
operations in this district have been 
greatly impeded by the marshy na- 
ture of the country, which prevents 
the movements of heavy guns and 
transports. 

Austria has made immediate re- 
sponse to Italy’s dé@émand for an ex- 
planation of the sowing of mines in 
the Adriatic, promising to indemnify 
the families of the fishermen who lost 
their lives and to adopt measures to 
prevent a repetition of such occur- 
rences, 

TURKEY. 


A qvitetus also has been given re- 
ports that the relations between the 
allies and Turkey are critical, both 
the British Foreign Office and the 
Turkish Kmbassv issuing dentals and 
explaining that these reports do not 
represent the views of the govern- 
ment.

FRESH TROOPS 
GERMANS. 


Reinforcements in Reserve to 
Cover Any Retreat. 


People are Still Confident of 
Successful Outcome, 


Crown Princess Goes to the 
Front with Her Sons.

AMSTERDAM (via London) Oct. 
1, 9:26 p.m.—The Berliner Tagebiatt 
in a leading article says: * 

“The German people await anx- 
iously, but with confidence, further 
news from the French war theater. 
The news of the great advance of the 
French troops against the flank of 
our line should not unbalance us. We 


know that our front line is protected 


by broad echelons, which are ready 
to oppose such an enterprise. 

“Even if the French or English 
forces advance still farther in a 
northwest direction, they will always 
encounter reinforcements which our 
commanders have kept back in ex 
pectation of such advances. , 

“The influence of the British re- 
inforcements makes itself more and 
more felt They are effective to im- 
pede us, though the results will not 
be lasting. . . . Vietory must be 
ours all the same. If it is gained after 
difficulty it will be all the more worth 
while. 

“The center of the battle front is 
silent, listening breathlessly to the 
struggle on both wings. Around Ver- 
dun a decision comes nearer. We 
have forced our way through the for- 
est of Argonne, but found on the 
heights on the west of the Meuse a 
strong position which the enemy had 
pre . The French are experts at 
building positions in their rear. We 
know that such positions were, as far 
as possible, constructed long before 
the outbreak of the war.” 

After expressing the opinion that 
the German armies betweéti Verdun 
and the Argonne constitute a great 
menace to the French, the article con- 
tinues: “But the obstinacy of the 
French attack, which always returns 
to advance against us, deserves just 
appreciation and will have taught a 
lesson to all who expected an easy 
time.”’ 

VORWAERTS REINSTATED.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—King George, ac- 
cording to a Marseilles dispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph, sent two messages of 
greeting to the British Indian troops 
for delivery to them on their arrival 
in France. The message to the British 
troops is as follows: 

“You have been recalled from serv- 
ice in India, together with your com- 
rades from that country, to fight for 
the safety and honor of my empire. 
Belgium, whose country we are 
pledged to defend, has been devastated 
and France has been invaded by the 
same powerful foe. 

“I have implicit confidence in you, 
my soldiers. Duty is your watchword, 
and I know your duty will be nobly 
done. ; 

“I shall follow your every move- 
ment with the deepest interest and 
mark with eager satisfaction your 
daily progress. Indeed, your welfare 
will never be absent from my thought. 
I pray God to bless you and guard 
you and bring you back victorious.” 

The message to the Indian troops, 
which was in Urdu, is translated as 
follows: 

“I look Rew my Indian soldiers to 
uphold theBritish raj against an ag- 
gressive and relentless enemy. I know 
with what readiness my brave and 
loyal Indian soldiers are prepared to 
fulfill this sacred trust on the field of 
battle shoulder to shoulder with their 
comrades from all parts of the em- 
pire. 

“Rest assured that you will always 
be in my thoughts and prayers. I bid 
you to go forward and add fresh lust- 
ter to the glorious achievements and 
noble traditions of courage and 
chivalry of my Indian army whose 
honor and fame are in your hands.”

“In the villages all ordinary life 
arrested. Women and children 
| Were Standing or sitting, dumb and 
| patient, by the roadside. Half way to 
Termonde we could plainly hear the 
booming of guns and saw many evi- 
_dences of the battle which was then 
‘raging. I had réad newspaper ac- 
counts of the destruction of Termonde 
and had seen photographs, but they 
had not conveyed to my mind any 
realization of the horror of what ac- 
tually happened. Termonde, a few 
wee ago, Was a beautiful city of 
about 16,000 inhabitants, a city in 
which the dignity of ite bulldings har- 
monized with the natural beauty of 
its situation. a city which contained 
some buildings of surpassing interest. 

SYSTEMATIC DESTRUCTION. 


“I went through street after street, 
agquare after square, and I found every 
house entirely destroyed with all its 
contents. It was not the result of bom- 
bardment; it was systernatic destruc- 
tion. In each house a separate bom)! 
had been placed, which had blown 
up the interior and set fire to the 
contents. All that remained in every 
case were portions of the outer walls, 
which were still constantly falling. 
Not a shred of furniture or anything 
else remained. 

“Of the population ¥ thought that 
not a soul remained. I was wrong, 
for as we turned into a square where 
the wreck of what had been one of 
the most beautiful of Gothic churches 
met my e a blind woman and her 
daughter Proped among the ruins 
They we the sole living creatures 
in the whole town. Shops, factories, 
churches and houses of the wealthy, 
all were similarly destroyed. One 
qualification only have I to. make of 
this statement. Two, or perhaps three 
houses bore the German command in 
chalk that they -were not to be 
burned. Where a destroyed house had 
obviously contained articles of value 
looting had taken place. 

UNEXAMPLE! MISERY. 


“I inquired what had become of 
the population. It was a question to 
which no direct reply could be given. 
They had fied in all directions. Some 
had reached Antwerp, but a great 
number were wandering about the 
country, panio-stricken and starving 
Many already were dead. What had 
happened at Termonde was similar to 
what had happened in other parts of 
Belgium under the military occupa- 
tion of Germany. The result is that 
conditions have been set up for the 
civilian population, throughout the 
eccupied territory, pnexampled 
misery.” 

“The whole life of the nation has 
Food supplies which 
would ordinarily reach the civilian 
population are being taken by the Ger- 
man troops for their own support. The 
peasants and poor are without the 
necessaries of life and conditions of 
starvation grow more acute every day. 
Even where there is a supply of wheat 
are not al- 
lowed to use their windmills owing to 
the German fear that they send 
signals to the Belgian army. 

“We are therefore face to face with 
a fact which has rarely if ever oc- 
curred in the history of the world— 
an entire nation is in atate of 
famine and that within a half-day's 
journey of our own shores. 

“The completeness of the destruc- 
tion in each individual cage was ex- 
plained to me later by the Belgian 
Ministers who described numerous ap- 
Pliances which the German soldiers 
carried for destroying property. Not 
only were hand bombs of various sizes 
and descriptions carried, but each sol-

FEDERAL INTEREST IN 
OUR WATER METHODS. 


UTHORIZATION was received, 
A from the Department of Agri- 

culture by C. E. Tait, engineer in 
charge of the United States irrigation 


to proceed at once with a comprehen- 
sive investigation of the mutual and 
co-operative water companies in the 
nine southern counties. The report, 
when completed, will serve ag a model 
to other communities throughout the 
United States in the matter of suc- 


cessful organization and operation of 
rural water concerns as factors in ag- 
ricultural development. 

In outlining the scope of his plan 
of investigation yesterday Engineer 
Tait stated that althcugh the De- 
partment of Agriculture is carrying 
on similar investigation in other 
States, Southern California is consid- 
ered by it to be of more than usual 
importance in the scheme of reports 
because it more mutual and co- 
operative water concerns for its area 
than any other part of the country 
The development of fruit and other 
agricultural lands has been s0 con- 
stant and extensive in Southern Cali- 
fornia that an extraordinary large 
number of small water companies 
have come into existence, supplying 
water at cost to their members by 
the issuance of shares of stock with 
the sale of lands. 
The investigation will take into ac- 
count the methods of organization of 
these companies, the extent and man- 
ner of their financial undertakings and 
by whom and what means they are 
promoted and maintained. It is also 
the special purpose to study the dif- 


ference between the co-operative wa- 


ter companies and the public service 
corporations in operation. 

The mutual and co-operative con- 
cerns generally have been organized 
by promoters who have purchased old 
Spanish grants or other tracts of agri- 
cultural land, the stock being owned 
and controlled by these promoters. 
With the sale of land to settlers shares 
of water stock were then transferred 
to them in proportion to their acreage 
Water is supplied absolutely at 
cost and the mutual ownership re- 
sults in a strong community interest, 
bringing about rapid development of 
the land. The co-operative compan- 
tes have clearly defined by-laws which 
apply to the cost of maintenance and 
the distribution of the water. Pub- 
lic service corporations, on the other 
hand, beside having laws are directly 
subject to the regulation of the State 
Railroad Commission. . The respec- 
tive advantages to the consumer from 
these two kinds of watér distributors 
will be reported. 

In addition to this examination in- 
to' the water companies, Engineer 
Tait explained that the government is 
effecting an exhaustive survey of ir- 
rigation possibilities throughout 
Southern California for the benefit of 
the growers and the greater extension 
of agricultural development. 

The particular work now in hand 
by the field staff is that of conducting 
experiments in the Imperial Valley 
with the object of determining the 
duty of water in relation to alfalfa 
and secondarily, as affecting other 
crops, such as cotton. The value of 
this scientific experimentation to the 
ranchmen of Imperial Valley is ful-

OT KNOWN BY 
NAME OR SIGHT. 


HEALTH HEAD OF SCHOOLS MUST 
GET ACQUAINTED. 


Heated Debate During Salary Dis- 
cussion — Superintendent. Declares 
Misrepresentations Made—No High 
School Sites Decided—Mercantile 


Several heated debates occurred 
at the meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation yesterday, the first being over 
fixing the salary of Dr. Beach, head 
of the health department of the 
schools, at $2700 a year. It was stated 
by Col. Steadman that he had been 
informed that Dr. Beach is not known 
either by name or sight to the chil- 
dren of the schools, and he thought 
this should not be the case where a 
man is drawing such a salary from 
the city. He voted for the salary under 
protest, not wishing to cause a legal 
complication, and the health physi- 
cian is to be asked to appear before 
the board and explain how much of 
his time is devoted to the schools. 

A discussion on the proposition to 
place experienced elementary teach- 
ers in the intermediate schools, who 
hold High School certificates, on the 


same footing with other teachers who 
enter the same schools with univer- 
sity certificates was enlivened by 
attack on the intermediate schools 
ata ele ,entary night schools by J. 
‘M. Guinn, who introduced a resolu- 
tion to cut the salaries of the -lemen- 
teachers in the  interm diate 
schools to the same rate paid teach- 
ers in elementary schools, but it failed 
of a second. 

In supporting his resolutiqn Mr. 
Guinn went into a general discussion. 
during which he made statements de- 
claring the elementary night schools 
virtual failures. This brought Supt. 
Francis to his feet to say that the 
statement was a misrepresentation 
and did not agree with the reports 
made by the pricipals of the schools. 

A woman by the name of Ross then 
injected herself into the discussion, 
as she has on several former occa- 
sions, and though given to understand 
that it was not desired to hear her, 
she insisted upon talking. She made 
an attack on the intermediate schools 
and charged that the superintendent 
sought out all the best teachers in 
the elementary schools and promoted 
them to the intermediate schools, to 
the disadvantage of the former. 

Mr. Francis immediately denounced 
her talk as a deliberate misrepresen- 
tation and an Outrage, declaring she 
should not be permitted to make such 
statements before the Board of Edu- 
eation, and that it was likewise an 
outrage on the people of the city, and 
was all done with a political purpose 

She is the same woman who engi- 
neered the attack on the legality of 
the intermediate schools year. 
Having failed in that, she has attend- 
ed practically all the meetings of the 
board since, and seems glad of an op- 
portunity to jab the superintendent. 

The salaries of the elementary 
teachers in the intermediate schools 
were then fixed in accordance with 
the contention of the teachers them- 
selves, and with the rule of the board, 
which enables them to start In the 
middle of the schedule and reach the 
maximum salary in five years, where- 
as, if they started at the bottom, it 
would take them ten years. 

The debate on the sites offered for 
a high school in the southeast section 
was animated on the part of the cham- 
pions of the two sites. The corps of 
superintendents reported in favor of 


the site at Thirty-eighth street and 


Compton avenue, but the persons 
representing the Slauson property on 
South Park avenue were not dis- 
mayed, and put up such a plausible 
argument that the matter was taken 
under advisement. i

FEDERAL INTEREST IN 
OUR WATER METHODS. 


UTHORIZATION was received, 
A from the Department of Agri- 

culture by C. E. Tait, engineer in 
charge of the United States irrigation 
investigations in Southern California, 
to proceed at once with a comprehen- 
sive investigation of the mutual and 
co-operative water companies in the 
nine southern counties. The report, 
when completed, will serve as a model. 
to other communities throughout the 
United States in the matter of suc- 


cessful organization and operation of 
rural water concerns as factors in ag- 
ricultural development. 

In outlining the scope of his plan 
of investigation yesterday Engineer 
Tait stated that althcugh the De- 
partment of Agriculture is carrying 
on similar investigation in other 
States, Southern California is consid- 
ered by it to be of more than usual 
importance in the scheme of reports 
because it has more mutual and co- 
operative water concerns for its area 
than any other part of the country 
The development of fruit and other 
agricultural lands has been so con- 
stant and extensive in Southern Cali- 
fornia that an extraordinary large 
number of small water companies 
have come into existence, supplying 
water at cost to their members by 
the issuance of shares of stock with 
the sale of lands. 

The investigation will take into ac- 


these companies, the extent and man- 
ner of their financial undertakings and 
by whom and what means they are 


jexperiments in the Imperial 


promoted and maintained. It is also 
the special purpose to study the dif- 
ference between the co-operative wa- 


ter companies and the public service 
corporations in operation.

BATTLING FOR 
LITTLE ONE. 


Phree-year-old Baby Object 
of a Contest. 


Eech of Separated Parents 
Seeking Custody. 


Struggle for Possession Now 
Climaz. 


A two-year battle for the custody of 
a 3-year-old baby, between father and 
mother, both of whom avow deep 
love for it, reached a climax yester- 
day. An officer of the law took pos- 
session of little Virginia Ford at the 
residence of the mother, Mrs. James 
Arthur Bishop, No. 2244 West Twen- 
ty-ninth place, where she is now liv- 
ing with her second husband. This 
development was the result of a peti- 
tion filed in the Superior Court by the 
father, William H, Ford, a consulting 
engineer of Philadelphia, asking for 
the exclusive custody of the child on 
the ground that the mother intends 
to change her name and locate in 
some city where he cannot find the 
little one. 
While many features of a poignant- 
ly human character surround the 
case, the question of which parent 
shall have the custody of the child 
at present seems to hang on a tech~- 
nicality. In November, 1912, when 
Mrs. Ford was granted a decree in 
her suit for a divorce, on the grounds: 
of alleged cruelty, barbarous treat- 
ment and personal indignities, she 
was given the custody of the year- 
old baby. Mr. Ford contends, how- 
ever, that Virginia was never in the 
jurisdiction of the State of Oregon, 
having at that time been with Mrs, 
Janney, her maternal grandmother, in 
the East. He also declares that 
allegations set forth in his former 
wife’s suit for divorce are false. “I 
Shortly after the divorce, Mr. Ford 
furnished a house for his mother-in- 
law and the baby in Philadelphia, 
where the three lived happily, accord- 
ing to his petition. It further sets 
forth that he went to New York. on 
business, March 15, 1912, and upon 
his return the following day Mrs, 
Janney and Virginia were gone. He 
them to Chicago, where he 


had his mother-in-law arrested for 


enticing Virginia from him. 

At the hearing Mrs. Janney stated 
that the baby’s mother was dying and 
that she was taking the child, as 
Mrs. Ford’s agent, to see her before 
she passed away. The charge against 
her was dismissed on that ground. __

IS EXPLAINED. 


ATTORNEY DEFINES POSITION 
OF CORPORATION. 


Charges it is Illegal and Unjust 
' to Hold Investment Concern and 
Stockholders Responsible for Insu- 
tution in Which They Have no 
Interest. | 


just to hold the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company responsible for the 
debts of the Guarantee Fund, Walter 
K. Tuller, an attorney associated with 
O'Melveny, Stevens & Millikin, yes- 
terday defined the position of the in- 
- vestment company in the suit brought 
against it by Sidney Harris. Mr. 
Tuller has charge of the defense of 
the case for the company. Mr. Har- 
ris, a minor, sued to secure the re- 
turn of certain money which he had 
invested in the Guarantee Fund. 

The statement issued by Mr. Tuller. 
fs fo contradict the false impression 
created by .certain reports recently 
given publicity, and concerns the main 
point in controversy in the pending 
litigation, in order that the real ques 
tion involved may be fairly under- 


After setting down facts to show 
that Mr. Harris purchased the 
shares of stock involved in 
with full knowledge that he 
ing business with the Guaran Fund 
Mr. Tuller made the following state- 
ment: 

The plaintiff has now sued the Los 
Angeles Investment Company, not the 
Guarantee Fund, endeavoring to com- 
pel the Company to repay him the 
money. AS a@ matter of fact, the 
Guarantee Fund was an association 
or co-partnership composéd of vari- 
ous persons who subscribed and paid 
into the treasury of the fund various 
sums of money under the agreement 
that each should be entitled to share 
in the profits of the fund in propor- 
tion to the amount which he had sub- 
scribed and paid in. 

From time to time various persons 
purchased beneficial interests in this 
fund or association or co-partnership, 
and in each case, the price which he 
Was required to pay for such a bene- 
ficial interest was determined accord- 
ing to the actual value of the assets 
held by the co-partnership. From a 
small beginning the partnership grew 
until the value of its assets amounted 
to well over $200,000, 

The chief business of the fund was 
buying and selling stock of the Los 
Angeles Investment Company. It did 
buy large quantities of this stock and 
resold the same, for many years al] 
its sales being made at a substantia] 
profit to itself. 

The plaintiff is attempting to force 
the investment company to pay the 
debts of the Guarantee Fund. The 
effect of this simply is to require the 
stockholders of the investment com- 
pany to pay the obligations of the 
Guarantee Fund. As a matter of fact 
the stockholders of the Los Angeles 


Investment Company as such never 
had any interest in the 
fund. 

The investment company never 


subscribed a dolar to the fund and 
the investment company could not 
have shared in one dollar of the 
profits of the fund, nor could any 
stockholders of the investment com- 
pany by reason of his being a s@ock- 
holder have shared in such profits, 
It is our contention that Since the 
Guarantee Fund was a separate asso- 
ciation Or cO-partnership, it is both 
illegal and unjust to hold the invest- 
ment company and its stockholders 
— for the debts of this partner- 
ship.

‘HUNTING A LOOPHOLE, 


While Mr. Hill’s opinion is that the 
money as appropriated will be con- 
fined to exposition purposes, he sug- 
gested that an exposition is being 
maintained here at Exposition Park 
and that the law might be sufficiently 
elastic to permit some work that might 
not be strictly classified as in the na- 
ture of exhibition. .

Thus a German resident in any part of the 
British empire loses all civil rights and 
cannot enforce payment of debts or any 
other civil right under the law. 


The plight of Germans in Australia, Can- 
ada, New Zealand, South Africa would be 
serious if the citizens of those countries 
acted within the full scope of tiv interna 
tional law, but their respective govern- 


ments have notified the people that any 


such cases will receive scant encourage- 
ment. Happily, there is so far no dispost- 
tion on the part of Englishmen to take ad- 
vantage of this state of affairs, but one can 
readily see what opportunities for the break- 
ing of contracts, either financial or pro 
fessional, is opened up all over the world 
in a war of this magnitude. 


EFUGEE BELGIUM. 

No small part of Great Britain‘s woes 
at the moment is the care of the never- 
ending stream of Belgian refugees arriving 
daily in England. They have already

At first these were taken 
care of by a hastily formed Refugee So- 
ciety, inaugurated by private charity, but it 
was soon discovered that they had set 
themselves a task of incredible magnitude.

TWO FAIRS AND LOS ANGELES. 


California may not be, as we have / 


wished, the hostess to the entire world 
during the year 1915, but California will 
be—more than if there had been no general 
European war—the hostess to all of the sis- 
ter States in the Union.

means that everyone who goes to Hawaii, | 
Japan or China will visit California, and it 
‘is not to be thought that people will pass 


through the State without seeing both of 
the world’s fairs that will be in progress. 


The art displays, the magnificence of the | 
buildings, the general scope of the fairs 
will surpass anything that has previously | 
been shown. It is natural to expect that 


such should be the case, for San Diego 
and San Francisco have been able to frofit 
by the experience of all other fairs, as well 
as to take advantage of the marvels in 
science and art.

Many of the great wars of history have 
had their origin in trivial causes. It is 
related that an Ambassador from Venice to 
Turkey appeared before the -Grand Vizier 
for the purpose of ratifying a treaty of 
peace and amity between the Venetian re- 
public and the Sultan. The Venetian was 
asked by the Turk to ratify the treaty by 
swearing to it upon his beard and the beard 
of the prophet.

The embargo on babies is about to be 
lifted. Once again shall the rattle be heard 
in the land. Race suicide has passed into 
other hands, 

Ellen Key believes in the renaissance of 
maternity. That is the title of her latest 
book. And Ellen is our foremost feminist, 
our most profound, unmora! and logical stu- 
dent of the modern woman's movement—al- 
though not quite candid. 

Certainly all the evidence points that 
way. The child became a cult some time 
ago—when race suicide was at its height, 
to be exact. That was also when instru- 
ments of war reached their deadliest per- 
fection—when there wasn’t any war. 
Women are getting nearly as logical as 
men, aren't they? 

The women’s clubs and all places where 
women do congregate have been giving a 
great deal of attention to child culture. His 
health, education, play time, temperament, 
character, virtues and vices have all en- 
gaged long and serious considerations. Not 
having any babies, we have had ample time 
to study these things thoroughly. Just like 
the men studied war strategy in peace time. 


But one doesn’t study an art and bring it 
to great theoretical perfection without put- 
ting it to a practical test. The psycholog- 
ical moment seems to have arrived, for it is 
quite obvious the world will shortly be ur- 
pres in need of babies, Preferably boy 

es, 


But the race suicide interval was all to 


the good. A period of readjustment, dur- 
ing which the new woman was investigating 
many things and coming to some terrific 
conclusions. 

Really, she is quite an interesting, charm- 
ing person, this new woman. Not half as 
terrible as we were wont to fear. Now 
that she has thoroughly materialized we 


realize that she has retained most of the ‘ 


‘more desirable feminine traits, acquired 
new and better ones, and shed many of 
the less worthy. She isn’t half as catty as 
she used to be, for one thing. Hardly catty 
at all in the old sense. She's a good deal 
of a sportsman, she can play the game.

She has decided that maternity can be 
a proud duty, given the right man and the 
right conditions. She doesn’t mean to shirk 
her duty, but she rather thinks she will be 


‘a little more logical in future and elevate 


her duty to the status of a profession—like 
soldiers and doctors and other people that 
have to do with life and death. Bernard 
Shaw said he wouldn't have a baby for 
$50,000. He probably wouldn't. We shall 
be able to put a vast quantity of fine healthy 
babies on the market at a very much 
cheaper rate. Because the modern woman 
is fast becoming an efficiency expert and 
embryo fathers will be called upon to read- 
just their viewpoint.

We 
have a great accumulation of useful knowl- 
edge. Those new babies of the next gen- 
eration, they will either be demigods or 
the most unconscionable little prigs the 
world ever produced. Let’s pray for demi- 
gods—they would be a pleasant change. 
Demigods might not be peace-at-any-price 
advocates, but on the other hand they might 
invent something a bit more sporting to 
fight with than hidden mines, distant 
shrapnel, aeroplane bombs, torpedoes—they 
might make victory in war a question of 
pluck and endurance rather than a matter 
of ingenious wholesale scientific slaughter.

66 ILY CHINEE” 
| IS OUTWITTED. 


One of the best-laid schemes of 
Chinese conspiracy that it has been 
the fortune of the local immigration 
officers to unearth in a long time 
broke yesterday with the arrest in 
San Luis Obispo of a quintette of 
Chinese. 

The prisoners were Yee Chung, & 
leading oriental merchant in San 
Luis Obispo; Gin Lun Toy, Gin Ong, 
Ng Wing and Leong Shee, the last- 
named being a Chinese woman who 
posed as the mother of Gin Lun Toy 
and Gin Ong. 

They were brought to Los Angeles 
and arraigned before Commissioner 
Williams, and the bail was fixed at 
$3000 for Yee Chung, who, it is al- 
leged, is the chief of the conspiracy; 
$2500 each for Gin Lun Toy, Gin Ong 
— Ng Wing, and $1000 for Leong 

ee. 

It is claimed by the government 
Office business in San Luis Obispo 
recently in preparing evidence for 
Chinese who desire to secure what 
is termed in the department work as 
pre-investigation certificates, that will 
allow the Chinese aliens to go to 
China and return without any fur- 
ther investigation as to their right 


It is charged by the immigration 
officers that Yee Chung some two 
months ago made an offer of money 
to Inspector Griffin on duty at San 
Luis Obispo, if he would alter the 
records and prepare them with the 
much-wanted certificates. He reported 
the offer and arrangements were made 
to trap the “Chinks.” 

Inspectors Bernard and Kukendall 
were sent to San Luis Obispo, to co- 
operate with Inspector Griffin in the 
matter. Visits were arranged at Mr. 
Griffin's office, between him and Yee 
Chung, who brought with him Gin 
Lun Toy and Gin Ong, whom he 
wanted to furnish with pre-investiga- 
tion certificates. 

Mr. Kukendall, an expert short- 
hand writer, concealed himself in 
an adjoining room, where it was pos- 
sible to hear every word that passed 


between the Chinese and the in- 
spector. 

Then a Mexican nurse, procured by 
the Chinese, testified that she was 


present when Leong Shee gave birth 
to Gin Lun Toy and Gin Ong and 
that a Dr. Norton, who died in San 
Luis Obispo three years ago, offici- 
ated. It was a part of the conspiracy 
that the records should be prepared 
by Mr. Griffin to make ingress easy 
into the United States by the Chinese. 
it being alleged, among other things, 
that they were native-born. All was 
perjured evidence. 

The offer to Inspector Griffin was to 
be $100 for each Chinese whose pre- 
investigation certificates passed mus- 
ter in the office here. 

The secret taki of testimony con- 
tinued over a week, and because In- 
spector Kukendall was known to 
everybody in San Luis Obispo, the 
greatest secrecy was necessary. He 
never left the room where he was 
concealed for eight days, having his 
meals brought to him.

PASSES CANAL. 
CALIFORNIA’S ROUGH VOYAGE 


TO THE COAST—OWNER’S 
INTERESTING PLANS. 


Gayly bedecked with signal flags, 
the palatial steam yacht, California, 
owned by Mrs. Clara Baldwin Stocker, 
swung at.her anchor in the outer har- 
bor at San Pedro yesterday after com- 
long and perilous voyage 
an ew York through Panama Ca- 


Mr. and Mrs. Stocker and Mrs, E. J. 
Snyder sailed from New York August 
4, intending to make the passage of 
the canal, but left the vessel in Filori- 
da and came to California by train on 
account of the excessive heat. The 
yacht finished the trip under command 
of Capt. Gross. 

August 20 and 21, the yacht en- 
countered a terrific gale in the Car- 
ibbean Sea. Only the fact that tur- 
tle decks had been put on forward, 
saved the vessel. The passage of the 
canal was made August 29, leaving 
the lower locks at 7:45 a.m., and ar- 
riving at Balboa at 5:19 p.m. 

She coaled at La Paz and again at 
Acapulco, where fuel was secured 
from the U.8S.8S. West Virginia, and 
the coli.-rs and supply ship Glacier 
and Satur:. Stormy weather disturbed 
most of the trip. . 

The California was built for Borax 
Smith ten years ago, and was calicd 
the Houli (Hawatlian for joy) until 
Mrs. Stocker bought the boat two 
years ago. She is 203 net tonnage, 
210 feet long, twenty-one feet beam 
and eleven feet draft. Sullivan en- 
gines of 2150 horse power drive the 
yacht twenty-one knots under forccd 
draft. She carries a crew of twenty- 
five officers and men. 

Mr. Stocker has joined the South 
Coast Yacht Club, and is arranging 
for permanent anchorage at San Pe- 
dro. Among the plans of Mrs. Stocker 
is a voyage to San Francisco next sum- 
mer for the exposition. In fact, she 
expects to anchor the California in 
San Francisco Bay for the entire sum- 
mer.

J. Rorke today dismissed the cases 
against Rev. F. W. Jackson, L. J. 
Fay, Z. A. Towne, David Elcoat and

son. The defendants were chargeu 
with resisting officers in the dis-

resistance to the officers took place. 

In making the motion for dismissal!

“The measurements,” said Kellogg 
today, “made in the ardino 
basin, where the water plane is care- 
fully determined each year, show that 
the water plane varied very materi- 
ally, to 120 feet below the sur- 
face in the Lytle Creek basin from 
145 of the surface.

TO QUIET THE NERVES. 


Turn on the Electric Fan and Re- 
_ duce the Temperature to a Somno- 

lent Condition. 

[New York Times:] “In these days 
when nearly every house has electric 
current, there’s no excuse for anyone 
missing sleep, no matter how hot the 
weather,” said a physician who spe- 
cializes in nervous diseases. 

“In hot weather inability to sleep 
when not caused by overloaded stom- 
ach, generally overloaded with things 
taken to make the victim cool, is due 
to nervousness brought about by a 
body temperature above normal. 
Every household should have an elec- 
tric fan, which costs comparatively 
littie and uses, only about ai cent’s 
worth of current an hour, If the 
sleepless one will take a ‘tepid bath 
with soap so as to open the pores a 
bit, then stand, turning front and 
back before the fan, he will soon find 
his temperature down and somnolence 
stealing over him. 

“The fan should have a connection 
that can be broken by pulling a chain 
or string. Mount the fan to blow over 
the bed, and last thing before going 


to sleep pull the string and stop the |: 


an. Some people can stand the breeze 
of a fan throughout the night without 
harm, but others cannot. 


NEUTRALITY AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Members of the Legations Find Dif- 
ficulty in Observing the Regulations 
Created by the War. 

[Washington Post:] “The wars itn 
Europe provided the subject of a 
heated argument recently between the 
footman of Mr. J. J. Jusserand, Am- 
bassador of France, and the messen- 
ger of Count J. H. von Bernstorff, Am- 
bassador of Germany. Besides, the 
encounter took place in the front 
yard of the White House, which, if 
the recent proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the Upited States is fully con- 
sidered, is the last word in neutral 
territory. 

“Mr. Jusserand went to the White 
House to see the President. The car- 
riage waited near the front portico, 
and the footman strolled over to talk 
to an ally, a policeman believed to be 
of Irish descent. Their chat had got- 
ten well under way when Count von 
Rernstorff’s messenger, typically Ger- 
man, came up the driveway on a bi- 
cycle.

Then 
the emissaries snapped at each other 
in German, excitedly. The policeman 
did not know what it was all sbeut, 
but he knew that no pleasantries 
were being exchanged.

England Can Have an Enormous 

Army if the Men Could Be Sure 

of Fair Wage and Pension. 

[New York Times:} Cli the 
System used in the American Civil 
War, according to which a man who 
was drafted had to serve as a sol- 
dier or pay $300, Sir Hiram Maxim, 
writing to the London Standard, sug- 
gests something similar for England.

HEALTH COMMISSIONER WOULD 


Shall the dog-muzzling or restrain- 
ing ordinance, now on the law books 
of the city, be enforced for a period 
of three months, or shal] its existence 
be further ignored, as has been the 
case for many months past? 

This is a question that was before 
the Health and Sanitation Committee 


of the City Council yesterday. This 
Was called up by a communication 
from Health Commissioner Powers, 
asking that the ordinance be enforced 
for the purpose of eliminating rabies. 

Commissioner Powers appeared per- 
@onaliy before the committee and 
stated that within the past ten days 
four dogs suffering with the rabies 
have bitten fourteen people, and there 
is no way to ascertain how many other 
— or head of stock have been bit- 


He stated that at the present time 
four persons are receiving the Pasteur 
treatment for dog bites at the city 
health office, while ten are receiving 
Similar treatment at the pathological 
branch of the State university, located 
in the Brockman building. 

Dr. Powers urged that a strict en- 
forcement of the ordinance for a 
period of three months would wipe 
out the disease, as this has been dem- 


onstrated by similar action several! 
years aco. 
The vommittee hesitated to make 


the recommendation that the ordi- 
mance be enforced, ag there is much 
sentiment against the muzzling of 
Gogs, and the Humane Anima) Com- 
mission is opposed to this practice. 

Dr. Powers pointed out that the 
ordinance gives the alternative of 
keeping the dogs tied up or confined 
in yards. The committee asked for 
Statements of the views of the sci- 
entists from Berkeley who are con- 
@ucting the station in the Brockman 
building, and also the findings of the 
Ppoundmaster as to conditions in the 
field. The subject will be taken up 
again next Thursday forenoon.
